the discovery of the dynamite plot, 
will all be thrashed out together when 
presented before Judge Gemmill, the 
trial judge. 

Judge Gemmill, in sentencing Rob- 
ert Scott to the penitentiary for life, 
held that the evidence against Rus- 
sell was still definite and unchanged. 


Indeed Robert, before he was sen-, 


tenced, declared on oath that he had 
nothing to do with the murder of 
Maurer. 

This Robert Scott explains in his 
confession by saying that he testified 
as he did to save his life’and that he 
now hopes to save his brother’s life. 
In his confession he also claims that 
he himself shot only after Maurer had 
him down on the floor beating him, 
and that there was no robbery in- 
volved. 

Evidence Showed Robbery Pian. 

The Scotts were sentenced for the 


.murder of Joseph Maurer, a clerk in 


the City Hall pharmacy, on April 2, 
1924. The evidence showed conclu- 
sively that they entered the store for 
the purpose of robbery and that they 
slew Maurer in the progress of this 

Russell was tried and convicted. 
Almost on the gallows he was saved 
by a plea of insanity. He was re- 
turned from the prison for the crim- 
inal insane and again tried as to his 
sanity. This time he was found sane 
and now awaits the noose. 
Robert Scott fled after the murder 
and was found in San Quentin prison, 
California, 


Following is Robert Scott’s latest 
story of the killing: |

by Harrison, Canal, Vam Buren and 
Clinton streets, it was disclosed here 
yesterday. 
Congress has appropriated only 
$5,000,000 for the purchase of the only 
other site seriously considered, that 
embracing the two blocks between the 
Union and C. & N. W. passenger sta- 
tions, so, apparently, it is out of the 
question, as it is valued at $7,251,851. 
Satisfactory to Laeder. 

In view of the limited funds, and 


fearing that insistence on the more ex- | 


pensive site might delay the project, 
Mayor Dever’s special postoffice com- 
mittee recently passed a resolution ap- 
proving the Harrison street location. 
Previously it had favored the Union 
station site. 

Postmaster Arthur C. Lueder, a mem- 
ber of the committee; also has an- 
rounced that he is in accord with the 
resolution and will be satisfied with the 
purchase of the cheaper property. 

“I believe the Harrison street site 
will be just as well located for service 
as the other,” Mr. Lueder asserted. 
“Although a building there may not be 
so attractive from the artistic point of 
view, it has several other important 
advantages. 

_ Facilitate Quick Deliveries. 

“Most important is the fact that it 
is located only a few hundred feet west 
of our present immense parcel post 
building. It will also be several blocks 
closer to the present central station at 
Jackson and Clark streets. This will 
facilitiate quick handling of mail. 

Mr. Lueder said the present loop 
building will probably be retained by 
the government. It will be ‘used for 
federal offices for which there is not 
sufficient room now, and also a post- 
office for handling mail from the loop 

According to reports from Washine- 
ton, the Harrison street site is also 
favored by Rep. Martin B. Madden 
chairman of the appro 
priations committee, and one of the 
sponsors of the authorization bill. 

Hope to Start Work Soon.

Echo of Double Murder. 
Spinola’s information was meager, 


Chicago Lawn police station deduced 
that the killing was the outgrowth of 
the murders of Frank De Laurentiis 
and John Tuccello, small time boot- 

“I was in the front of the saloon 
drawing beer,” Spinola declared. 
“There was a good bunch in the back 
room and they were keeping me busy. 
All at once there was shooting. I 
couldn’t see it. Then it was quiet 
again and all the people ran out. I 
went back and found that Conlon was 
dead. So I called the police.” 

Spinola was unable to say definitely 
how many men were in the killing 
squad, but added that the patrons re- 
ported the number as two. This was 
confirmed by passersby on the outside, 
who saw the assassins run to the au- 
tomobile. 

Conlon Riddled by Bullets. 

Conlon’s body was literally riddled by 
the bullets. One penetrated his head. 
Eleven shot from the gun were found 
in his chest and even his feet had been 


missed him were found imbedded in 
the walls, and the police believe some 
of the others in the place may have 
suffered minor wounds. 

Conlon was once sentenced to the 
Bridewell as a thief and served thirty 
days. On March 16, 1926, he was ar- 
rested on suspicion, but was released 
after questioning. At that time he 
gave the name John Carney, and as- 
serted that he lived at 5542 South 
Union avenue. Positive identification 
of the body was made soon after the 
killing by his uncle, George Schlosser, 
with whom he lived. 

According to Schlosser, his nephew 
was a truck driver and earned his liv- 
ing honestly. It was admitted, how- 
ever, that he was often in the com- 
pany of Vincent McErlane and of 
the latter’s brother, Frank, before 
Frank was placed in the county jail. 


Police Hold Revenge Theory. 
Capt. Wheeler’s theory is that 
friends of Tuccello and De Laurentis, 
attributing their deaths to a plot by 
the McErlane gang, shot into the 
crowd as a measure of revenge. The 
bodies of Tuccello and De Laurentis 


were discovered in a closed automobile | 


in front of the home of Ralph Sheldon, 
another alleged bootlegger, It was as- 
sumed that this was a warning to 
Sheldon, who had left the McErlane 
gang, that something similar would 
happen to him if he disputed the alco- 
hol business with the ruling mob.

Silent on Their Talk. 

Neither Senator Reed nor’ Prosecu- 
ta McDonald would talk about their 
conversation, but the fact that it was 
long gave rise to the surmise that 
the investigation of the Illinois pri- 
mary will take a different course from 
that pursued in the Pennsylvania pri- 
mary. In the latter inquiry the in- 
yestigators revealed tremendous ex- 
penditures. 

The McDonald inquiry has been pri- 
marily into the alleged fraud and 
cheating in voting and making returns 
of the votes cast, leaving the impres- 
gion that the alleged conspirators were 
influenced by money or other improper 
means. So far as the public has been 
informed Mr. McDonald has not ob- 
tained much direct evidence of the im- 
moral use of money in the primary. 

Chicago Methods Interest Reed. 


But Senator Reed appeared just as 
eager to start at this end of the in- 
vestigation as at the other. It was_re- 
ported that he is keenly interested in 
the methods of Chicago primaries. 

It is underst that the senator 
had two reasons for asking County 
Judge Jarecki for a recount of the bal- 
lots for candidates for United States 
senator.

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FIREFLIES THAT STAY 
“LIT UP” ARE SCIENCE'S 
LATEST CONTRIBUTION 


New York, July 28.—[Special.]— 
Fireflies that glow all the time, thanks 
to short-circuiting injections of adrena- 
lin, are the latest contribution of 
science. William S, Creighton, Prince- 
ton graduate student, who is working 
under the direction of. Dr. Frank E. 
Lutz, curator of entomology and di- 
rector of the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History’s station for the study of 
insects in the Harriman state park. 
made the discovery. 

Mr. Creighton has found in the 
course of his studies of the nature of 
firefly light that heavy “shots” of 
adrenalin, administered with a syringe 
between the firefly’s body segments, 
changed the intermittert flashing char- 
acteristic of these insects to a sus- 
tained luminosity. In some instances 
, he has kept individual insects “ lighted

Call Defiant Ones First. 


Many judges and clerks, principally 
those in the notorious 20th ward dom:

to sign immunity waivers and testify. 
These will be among the first to be 
cited before Judge Jarecki, the attor- 
neys declared.

Following the dismissal of seven 
men, three of them policemen, and al} 
charged with burglary, by Judge Henry 
M. Walker in the Shakespeare avenue 
court on a technicality, the Chicago 


crime commission, through one of its 
managing directors, Frank Hanna, 
yesterday recommended that the whole 
matter be placed with State’s Attorney 
Crowe for immediate investigation. 
The charges involved John Manion, 
traffic policeman; Philip Lorenz and 
patrolmen, and four 
private watchmen, Howard Blair, Al- 
fred Wood, Alden Baughman, and 
Charles Baker. They were alleged to 
have burglarized business houses in: 
the west side wholesale dry goods dis- | 


trict, obtaining goods valued at $1,000, 


before their arrest on June 9. 
Acted Without Warrants. 

Arraigned yesterday these 
charges, a motion to suppress the evi- 
dence was presented on the grounds 
that police, under the direction of Capt. 
Patrick Harding, in searching. the de- 
fendants’ homes for stolen property 
had obtained some articles of clothing 
alleged to have been taken, but had 
acted without search warrants. 

When this motion, presented by At-

The plan of L. F. Loree for a great 
southwestern railroad consolidation is 
geheduled to be presented to the inter- 
gtate commerce commission today. The 
two year old project of aligning the 
Kansas City Southern; the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas and the St. Louis-South- 
western was approved by the directors 
of the Kansas City Southern yester- 
day. it previously had been accepted 
by the directors of the other roads. 

The plan contemplates the formation 
of a unified group rather than a full con- 
golidation. The result would be a new 
pouthwestern system with about 7,000 
miles of trackage and total assets of 
about $600,000,000. In working out the 
project, the Kansas City Southern, of 
which Mr. Loree is chairman, last year 
purchased enough stock of the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas to obtain working control 
and also required control of the St. 
Louis-Southwestern by purchasing 
block of stock held by the Rock Isiand. 


Second Loree Project. 


The present plan is the second big 
gonsolidation projected by Mr. Loree, 
who also is president of the Delaware 
and Hudson. A week ago Mr. Loree filed 
an applicatjon with the commission for 
permission ‘Tor the Delaware and Hud- 
fon to lease the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburgh for 999 years.

The carload movement of fresh fruit 
and vegetables over American railroads, 
quite as much as the decline in animal 
population, has intensified the grain mar- 
keting problem. In the last nine years 
such car loadings have been respectively 
412,170; 495,576; 591,003; 663,447; 751,- 


699; 854,081; 878,502; 923,549; 963,442. 
Every indication is that the million 
mark will be overtopped by such ship- 
ments this year. This progress in car- 
load movements has been accomplished 


during a period in which the movement 
by truck of such foodstuffs has made 
phenomenal progress, and shipment by 
refrigerated ships through the Panama 
canal has increased. To accommodate 
themselves to the changes in the Ameri- 
can diet the railroads have added the 
following’ numbers of refrigerator cars 
to their equipment: 1922, 15,648; 1923, 
22,078; 1924, 13,456; 1925, 5,626. In the 
first months of 1926 such cars were being 
added at the rate of 600 per month. 

Excluding the cars owned by the pack- 
ers there are now about 13,200 refrig- 
erator cars in service. 

Not only have the railroads had to in- 
crease the number of their refrigerator 
cars, they have had to speed up their 
movement. In 1923 only 61 per cent of 
such cars were released within 48 hours 
after arrival at destination. In 1924 the 
figure was 68 per cent and in 1925, 72 per 
cent. This signifies not only improve- 
ment in terminal conditions but prob- 
ably represents also a smaller amount 
of speculation in food products held 
aboard cars. More reliable demand in 
the great markets is undoubtedly re- 
sponsible for that. That demand is the 
direct result of American wage scales, 
which are in no small degree the fruits 
of American tariff and immigration poli- 
cies. The farm producers who are now 
shipping over a million cars of fresh 
fruits and vegetables to industrial cen- 
ters have a lively interest in the main- 
tenance of the American breakfast table.
